The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of the record fail to teach or suggest singly and/or in combination an image input control 
method and apparatus for reading an original, compressing the image data in real time, 
determining whether the compressed image data is completely stored in a memory 
area, which provides a compression ratio change when it is determined that the image 
data is not completely stored, and controlling a repeat operation of the reading of the 
original when a compression ratio is changed as set forth in independent claims 1 , 7 
and 29, and an image input control method and apparatus for reading an original, 
compressing the image data in real time, determining whether the compressed image 
data is completely stored in a memory area, which provides a resolution ratio change 
when it is determined that the image data is not completely stored, and controlling a 
repeat operation of the reading of the original when a resolution ratio is changed as set 
forth in independent claims 7, 21 and 30.
